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/m In view of Deva's essentially cynical Ictorprotatlon of the interest shewn 
by the Groat P ow ers in ♦Albania and his strong conviction that It is the 
Comrwirrlata who aro and have been the real threat to the Balkans (vhich 
explains in part his collaboration with tho Germane during World *?ar U), 
he foals that Sajd Kryesdn, having helped to cany cat the' Allied policy 
idiich weakened Albania in the face of the Cocaamiat threat, cannot have the 
interests of his cm co unt ry at boert* 

St Deva believes that the presence of Sajd Kiycsia on the Oommlttaa for Free 
Albania la an extremely serious matter, since 3ajd is by all odds the most 
capable and influential person on it, and has demooetrated clearly that he 
will follow the British lead even when It is in conflict with the interests 
of his own people* Deva himself la pro-Aoerican for the reason that the 
United States is, he thinks, too far reacted from Albania ere r to hats a 
selfish interest in the country, but hi buLisvee tho United States has let 
itself be duped in giving its support* to a Ccmmittoe completely under the 
control of the British* Nevertheless, ho is more temperate in his attitude 
toward the Ccmnittoe for Free Albania than are sons of Ms fallows, for to 
him the Albanian anM-Camacnists are beggars, not choosers* In this comae* 
tioo f he reports a conversation with Prince Gjon barks GJoni, in which the 
latter was asked how he stood on the question of the restoration of Zog to * 
tbs throne* "That Is very staple, * Hark* Gjoni replied) “If t bo Allies say, 

♦re want you to have a kingdom, with Zog on tho throne 1 that is nhat we shall 
have* If they say, ’A kingdom, without Zog 1 , that is what we shall have* Or 
if the .tericans say, 'We don't like Kings, so you'll bare to have a republic 1 , 
then we'll start locking around for a preaidant*" 

6* As for the omission of bis own Kosovar group from. the Committee for Free Albania, 
Deva says that ho understands It* To include his group might offend Tito, and 
this would be Inadmissible) the present United States policy toward Tito la 
completely Justified* Deva doos not wish to serve in any capacity where his 
war-time collaboration with the Germans would be embarrassing* Several months 
ago, in speaking to Zog about on organisation of Albanian leaders, he advised 
the es-King to emit him from any group which might be oaoetituted, and to in- 
clude instead Beoehep Kr&eniql, of Damascus, forcer Albanian Minister of Education* 
who would be a lees controversial figure* At that time Zog Bold that he would 
prefer to have Deva himeelf serve* 

7* Ih ccuneotion with Zog' a statement on SL August, proclaiming bis own continued 
claim to being sovereign of the Albanians, Deva intends to support ZOg'o bid 
for pernor, and has advised the loaders of the B*K*I* to do likewise* No suggests 
that they await a ocnaml cation from Zog personally informing them of his stand, 
and that they affirm their loyalty to him as the present constitutional ruler 
of Albania, without ho wev e r guaranteeing to support his continued role should 
he return to Albania* Be agrees with tho B*K*I* that a plebiscite should decide 
the future form of Albania's g ov ernm ent, and believes that Zog would live up 
to his promise to hold one* 
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
